Lower left, smaller printing: ‘To the Hon. Benjamin Franklin, 
Esq; Minister/ Plenipotentiary, or any other Representative 
for the/ United States of America at the Court of France.’ 
Note, no serial number box engraved nor serial numbered 
by hand. Fully accomplished Fourth of Exchange for ‘29,000’ 
Livres Tournois (an immense sum) and dated ‘15’ June 1779. 
Payable in ‘1782.’ Signed lower right by John Jay Prest. [of 
the Continental Congress]. Lower left, signature of Chas. 
Thomson Secy, [as Secretary of the Continental Congress]. 
Left wide margin, ‘Entered in the Treasury Office/ June 22, 
1779’ and signed by ‘John Gibbons Adj. Gen. 

This is an amazing financial document on multiple fronts. 
It was authorized by the Continental Congress in June 1779 
when earlier victories at Saratoga seemed to have been 
forgotten and the war was a struggle for the patriots. Inflation 
of paper money saw the initial May 10, 1775 $1 notes now 
being revalued at 40 to 1. Paying the Continental Army was 
tenuous and the outlook was bleak. Meanwhile in France, 
Benjamin Franklin’s diplomacy was negotiating essential 
financing, with some prospects still on the horizon. He was 
welcome and beloved in Paris and proved a charismatic 
presence at every turn. Secret agents, intriguers, and allies to 
the American cause surreptitiously dealt weapons through 
several channels, particularly Spain, an enemy of Britain, to 
arm Americans. 

This exchange is the result of one of the most fascinating and 
least recounted stories of the American Revolution. It only 
exists as a footnote in mainstream American history. However, 
the players involved crafted an arms dealing conspiracy right 
out of Hollywood or a Tom Clancy novel. The book Unlikely 
Allies by John Richard Paul recounts the story in the greatest 


detail, but here we will summarize the main points. While 
the certificate boasts a historic and rare signature of John 
Jay (First Chief Justice of the United States), it is the central 
part of the text that is most important and intriguing. Pierre- 
Augustin Caron de Beaumarchais was an integral component 
of a trio of men (of which the other two were Silas Deane 
of Connecticut and Chevalier D’Eon) who forged arms deals 
that were paramount in the ultimate Continental Army 
victories through Yorktown. Their spy craft, bravery and 
deftness helped save the American Revolution. 

Prior to France entering the war officially, the King of France 
authorized Caron de Beaumarchais to orchestrate arms 
dealing through a phantom company based in Spain. The 
weapons needed to be paid for secretly and with Franklin’s and 
the Continental Congress’s knowledge, the plans were placed 
into action. From the American side, Franklin requested 
Silas Deane from Connecticut believing the British would 
not think him involved with spies due to his merchant status. 
Chevalier D’Eon wore disguises and was a cross-dresser, so he 
proved a successful flamboyant spy. 

The money authorized to be paid by this Philadelphia issued 
certificate theoretically did not exist since these earlier arms 
deals were done secretly. Note the exchange was to be paid by 
Franklin at the Court of France. They could be countersigned 
by Caron de Beaumarchais as they are clearly created for him 
as international agent of the arms dealing. If the money was 
actually paid, the First is always the most likely be returned 
explaining the existence of this “Fourth.” This is fully issued 
and properly signed by the highest officials of the Continental 
Congress, John Jay and Charles Thomson. That in itself makes 
this an immensely important fiscal form. The fact that it is 
unlisted in Anderson is also important. Some light folds are 
noted, but the overall condition is truly superb-the paper is 
bright, the embossing is bold, and the signature of John Jay is 
simply magnificent. 

Caron’s life was somewhat unstable from its upper middle 
class beginnings, and just when he found himself amid 
growing debt and legal woes, this proved an effective way 
out. His involvement in the American Revolution helped to 
restore his civil rights. Caron’s greatest claim to fame is not 
these activities, but his playwriting. He wrote the Figaro plays, 
comprised of The Barber of Seville, the Marriage of Figaro 
(adapted by Mozart), and The Guilty Mother. 

This is just the second we have seen and the only one in this 
denomination. We sold a 29,000 Livres when it was previously 
unknown for $32,900 in our 2012 ANA sale when it had a pre 
sale estimate of $15,000 - $25,000. While we do not expect a 
realization at that level this evening we most certainly believe 
it will reach or exceed our estimate.

Magnificent Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson Advertising Sheet 

Impressive and Very Rare 



10010 Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson Bank Note Engravers, 
New York. Advertising Sample Sheet. 1850s. Choice Very 
Fine. Immense single plate impression, approximately 26” x 
35”. Printed on India Paper, likely mounted on card as was 
typical, though we have not seen this one out of the elegant 
modern but period-style wood and gilt frame. Total outside 
dimensions are 37.5” x 47.25”. A few small spots are seen upon 
close inspection and there has been some expert restoration 
of a few small apparent separations in the paper. Neither 
condition is at all unusual for these large and fragile pieces. In 
fact, this one faces up beautifully, featuring relatively bright 
white paper in nice contrast to at least two of the others we 
are aware of. This is one of a very rare class of engravers’ 
sample sheets, as the typically seen sheets are in much smaller 
format and thus were much less ambitious undertakings by 
the firms that made them. We are aware of five different 
large-format sheet designs. Two bear the titles of Danforth, 
Bald & Co., and Danforth Wright, & Co., respectively These 
are essentially identical designs other than the title change, 
but were printed as four panels and then assembled. We are 
aware of two examples from each title variant, though some 
are unassembled. Another of this four-panel style was by 
Rawdon, Wright, Hatch and Edson, though we have never 
seen it in print and know it only from having seen one of the 
four steel panels used to print it. We are aware of only one 
other large-format sheet printed from a single plate, and it 
is likewise known to us only by the steel plate itself, which 
we sold in our March 2007 (Stacks) sale. It bore the titles 


of Rawdon, Wright & Hatch, New York as well as Rawdon, 
Wright, Hatch & Edson, New Orleans. Of these five designs, 
we have only seen three in print. All are great rarities. 

The present sheet is a magnificent composition and a fine 
showcase of the engraving firm’s art. There are more then 
200 individual engraved elements including portraits, 
historical scenes, coin vignettes and others, all elegantly 
arranged within and around a large urn-shaped cartouche. 
The urn is positioned atop a bank-note style advertising 
note bearing the titles of Rawdon, Wright, Hatch & Edson, 
and New England Bank Note Company A large medallion 
portrait of George Washington, after the famed Houdon 
Bust, is the central design element and decorates the side of 
the urn’s massive bowl. We are aware of five examples of this 
impressive sheet. We sold a rather deeply toned example in 
January 2011, and another resides in a private New England 
collection. Two were sold by R.M. Smythe & Co. One in 1995 
and a second one in July 2006, a particularly clean example 
which brought $19,550. It was described as having “three 
patches of toning.” The color of this one is most similar to 
the 2006 Smythe example and must be counted as one of the 
finest known survivors of this magnificent sheet.

It is our great honor to present a fantastic collection of Confederate Paper Money assembled as part 
of a decades-long collecting journey by a husband and wife who shared a love for the notes and for 
the thrill of the hunt. 


Our consignor began building this collection in the early 1960s. He bought his first Montgomery 
note from Grover Criswell at a small show in South Carolina around 1962. That first note, a T-3 $100, 
is offered in our auction tonight. Criswell sold it to the young collector for $800, allowing him to put 
$200 down and pay $200 a month. He even let the collector take the note home with him that day. 
This chance meeting inspired the young man to try to complete the full type set. 


Over many years the man and his wife traveled to shows and auctions around the country adding 
pieces to the collection. Each trip was an adventure that brought new memories and new friends. One 
such memory was a trip to Richmond to bid in the 1987 NASCA auction featuring the collection of 
Dr. Douglas Ball. After successfully chasing a number of items in the auction, the couple realized they 
had spent all of their money and had to go home a day early! 


The final result of the many years spent searching for, acquiring and upgrading notes is The Cleo Col¬ 
lection of Confederate Paper Money, so named in loving memory of our consignor’s wife. It is among 
the finest complete type sets of Confederate Treasury Notes we have ever seen. It is a true monument 
to the couple’s appreciation for this historic currency series and a testament to their dedication to 
finding exemplary specimens of each type. 


The Cleo Collection’s core typeset features 72 handpicked notes, each selected for their tremendous 
appeal in terms of cut, color, paper quality and overall beauty. There are a number of notes in the set 
that are either the single finest graded example or are extreme condition rarities.

It is unknown exactly why so few notes were emitted given 
the time and effort that would have gone into preparing the 
plate. Most speculate that the plate must have failed and it 
was easier to move to a new design rather than to prepare 
another plate. These notes came on poor quality paper and 


many T-35s are plagued by impairments resulting from heavy 
wear. This example comes darkly printed on strong paper. 
The lithographed design elements display sharp details not 
always seen on T-35s. The all-important “Indian Princess” is 
displayed in full detail. Full margins are found on this note 
which is uncancelled and well signed. The repairs appear to 
be limited to small areas of prior mounting on the back left 
and right of the note. PMG has graded just one note at the 
Very Fine 30 level while PCGS has graded no notes above 
Very Fine 25. An excellent example of this rare type.

This charter issued red seals, blue seals, and made it all 
the way through the national bank currency era. Until this 


discovery, the most exciting note from this Dewey bank was 
a VF blue seal. Needless to say, this territorial red seal has left 
all other state issued notes in its rear-view. PMG notes splits 
and pinholes, both of which are to be expected from a note 
that anecdotal evidence tells us was carried as a pocket piece 
by the cashier. It seems that territorials seem to get found at 
a rate of about five a year.

Being that it is from the first 
sheet of currency issued by The American National Bank of 
Deadwood, it seems likely that the note was personally saved 
by either the cashier Ben Baer or by the president Harris 
Franklin (more on them later). 

Deadwood has a well-documented and colorful history. 
Thanks to former residents like Wyatt Earp, Wild Bill Hickok, 
and Seth Bullock, among others, the town ranks in terms of 
national recognition with cities like Tombstone and Dodge 
City for its Old West lore. And unlike Dodge City, for which 
notes don’t exist from its glory days, or for Tombstone, where 
nationals were not issued until the 20th century, banknotes 
from 19th century Deadwood, while few and far between, are 
out there. Counting this discovery, about a dozen notes, from 
all Deadwood banks combined, can trace their issue date to 
before 1900. The note offered here is just as rare as any of 
that dozen. It is the second survivor to be documented from 
The American National Bank of Deadwood. Since it is from 
the first sheet of banknotes issued, we can be certain that its 
release date was 1894, the same year as the charter date. The 
American National Bank was the last of four national banks 
to charter in Deadwood. However, by the time The American 
NB nationalized, The Merchants National Bank and The 
National Bank of Deadwood had already opened and closed, 
leaving behind just four documented banknotes between 
those two short-lived charters. The American National Bank 
was managed much better, but it did close in 1905 after 
issuing just 2,905 sheets of $10 and $20 brown backs. The 
other survivor from this charter is from the same first sheet of 
currency. It is listed without a grade and has never appeared at 
auction. It is included in the census with a different plate letter. 
While slight, that is the only piece of evidence to suggest that 
it is not the same note here. 


The American National Bank of Deadwood was organized as 
a collaboration between Jewish pioneers and entrepreneurs 
Harris Franklin and Ben Baer. The two men had a business 
relationship dating back to about 1878 when they were 
engaged in the liquor and cigar wholesale business in nearby 
Rapid City. Over their lives, other joint business ventures 
would include cattle, mining, railroads, hotels, and of course 
banking. So close were the two that The American National 
Bank was locally referred to as The Franklin and Baer Bank. 
Franklin came to Deadwood full time in 1878. He helped 
change the face of the town from a lawless frontier into a 
place of serious business. He would ultimately become mayor, 
the wealthiest man in town, and a figure whose legacy can 
been seen walking the streets of Deadwood today. As an 
interesting side note, in 1902 Harris Franklin purchased a 
controlling interest in The First National Bank of Deadwood. 
It appears that starting in 1902 he became president of The 
First National Bank while his son Nathaniel Franklin was still 
the cashier of The American National Bank. When they shut 
down The American National Bank in 1905, Harris became 
the figurehead president of the FNB, while Nathaniel officially 
ran the FNB. Brown backs exist from The First National Bank 
(Ch. 2391), some with Harris as president and others with 
Nathaniel as president. 

We reiterate again how very fortunate we are to be able to 
offer this relic of Old West history for auction. It took 123 
years for this banknote to surface for bidding to the public, 
and it will likely be decades longer until a similarly special 
Deadwood piece trades hands again.

35. We are pleased to auction another great South Dakota 
trophy. While the #1 Deadwood will almost certainly sell 
for more money, this Spearfish red seal is equally important 
and impressive. Originally called Queen City, the history of 
Spearfish dates to 1876 when it was formed during the Black 
Hills gold rush. Spearfishs early days were as an agricultural 
community that supplied bustling Deadwood, just 15 miles 
away, with food for the gold miners. Today Spearfish is 
recognized as a destination for outdoor enthusiasts and road¬ 
tripping tourists. 

National banknote collectors can agree that Spearfish is 
probably the best named issuing location on South Dakota. 
The town had two national banks. The earlier brown back 
only charter is completely unreported. There are two other 
notes known to exist on The American National Bank. 
One is a blue seal that is firmly impounded in The Higgins 
Museum. The other is a Serial Number One Red Seal that has 
no auction history and its whereabouts are unknown to your 
cataloger. We are in a collecting environment right now where 
most great new discoveries get placed privately in advanced 
multi-million dollar collections or are found in a condition 
that requires restoration and prevents them from having that 
all so wonderful combination of grade and rarity. The red 
seal offered here was discovered in a California estate, sent 


for grading, and is now available for sale. It was completely 
unknown to the collecting community and surely comes as a 
pleasant surprise for SD and red seal collectors. Since the note 
clearly never entered circulation, it would be fair to theorize 
that the note owes its survival to its serial number. It is from 
the first shipment of currency the newly formed American 
National Bank received from the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in 1906. The winning bidder could research further, 
but this serial #100 note could have been from the last sheet 
in that first shipment. Perhaps a banker or history conscious 
citizen tucked away the #1 and #100 note at the same time. 
One could speculate further that the presence of the much 
less frequently encountered signature of a vice-president 
means that we owe the notes survival to his thoughtfulness. 
The exact details will likely never be known. However, the 
two pinholes noted by PMG that can be found in the upper 
margin suggest that this note was once displayed for viewing 
by a proud owner at some point in its history. The three 
vertical folds are almost certainly just from storage. And of 
course the cherry red seal and crisp pen signatures are just 
additional highlights. You would be hard-pressed to find a 
more attractive, desirable, or rare red seal from any location.

In a roundabout way they came to learn 
that Mrs. Northern was an interested buyer of paper money 
signed by her father. The sheet was then immediately sold 
to her for approximately $3,000, which was of course a 
significant sum of money for any currency item in that time 
period. A few years passed and the same dealers were in a 
position to buy the famous William A. Philpott Collection. 
Mr. Philpott was for 50 years the secretary of The Texas 
Bankers Association. He was just about the only collector 
with means and connections who was collecting large size 
nationals during their original time of issue. He assembled 
the very best collection of second and third charter TX 
notes; many of which were high grade and are today very 
rare. The Philpott collection was expansive and it included 
some more Moody signed Galveston banknotes; so the 
dealers went back to Mary Moody Northern to see if she 
would be interested in them. Not only did she buy the 
Galveston notes, she bought virtually the entire collection of 
thousands of banknotes. Having been born in 1892, many 
of the signors of the nationals were either old personal 
friends or former banking colleagues of her father. So it 
is because of the Moody family’s banking history that the 
now fabled Philpott collection is still intact with so many 
wonderful items. The $20 red seal we are offering tonight, 
based on reported serial number data in the census, would 
be the earliest known banknote bearing the signature of WL 
Moody Jr. Texas specialists and national banknote historians 
will surely take note of this important offering.

It was not known to 
collectors until it was discovered in a Bellingham estate this 
February. While this area of Washington has a long history of 
thriving communities, the town of Bellingham itself wasn’t 
incorporated until November of 1903. It took just nine 
months after that for The First National Bank to nationalize. 
Bellingham would ultimately become home to three different 
national banks, all of which were chartered during the red 
seal period. This serial number one note is from the earliest 
charter. So not only is it best note on the town by leaps and 
bounds, it is also the very first piece of national currency 


issued by a Bellingham bank. We were lucky enough to 
handle the note before it was graded, and if there was a 
qualifier beyond PPQ, then this red seal surely would have 
been a recipient. Deep punch-through embossing is clearly 
present on the charter number, seal, and serial number. Three 
vertical folds only confirm that someone violated the advice 
of “don’t spend and don’t bend it”. But at least they got the 
more important part of that rule correct. 

It is always difficult to try and estimate what a note of this 
magnitude should sell for in the open market.

Stacks Bowers is not responsible for the grades assigned by 
independent grading services, and makes no warranty or representation regarding 
such grades. Bidder further acknowledges and agrees that grades assigned by Stacks 
Bowers and lot descriptions are based solely upon an examination of the coins and 
currency and are intended to identify coins and currency and note any perceived 
characteristics. However, coin grading and descriptions are subjective. Stacks Bowers 
does not warrant the accuracy of such grading or descriptions, nor do they in any way 
form the basis for any bid.

In the event any applicable sales tax is not paid by Buyer that should 
have been paid, even if not such tax was not collected by Stacks Bowers by mistake, 
error, negligence or gross negligence, Buyer nonetheless remains fully liable for and 
agrees to promptly pay such taxes on demand, together with any interest or penalty 
that may be assessed by the taxing authority. 

8. Financial Responsibility. In the event any applicable conditions of these Terms 
of Sale herein are not complied with by a Buyer or if the Buyer fails to make payment 
in full by the Default Date, Stacks Bowers reserves the right, in its sole discretion, in 
addition to all other remedies which it may have at law or in equity to rescind the sale 
of that lot or any other lot or lots sold to the defaulting Buyer, retaining all payments 
made by Buyer as liquidated damages, it being recognized that actual damages may 
be speculative or difficult to compute, and resell a portion or all of the lots held by 
Stacks Bowers, in a commercially reasonable manner, which may include a public 
or private sale, in a quantity sufficient in the opinion of Stacks Bowers to satisfy the 
indebtedness, plus all accrued charges, and Stacks Bowers may charge a sellers com¬ 
mission that is commercially reasonable. More than one such sale may take place at 
the option of Stacks Bowers. If Stacks Bowers resells the lots, Buyer agrees to pay for 
the reasonable cost of such sale, together with any incidental costs of sale, includ¬ 
ing reasonable attorneys fees and costs, cataloging and any other reasonable charges.

In addition, defaulting Buyers will be deemed to have granted to Stacks 
Bowers, its affiliates and assignees, a security interest in: (x) the purchased lots and 
their proceeds, and (y) such sums or other items and their proceeds, in the possession 
of Stacks Bowers, its affiliates or assignees, to secure all indebtedness due to Stacks

assign such interest to any affiliated or related company or any third party deemed 
appropriate by Stacks Bowers. If the auction invoice is not paid for in full by the De¬ 
fault Date, a carrying charge of one-and-one-half percent (1-1/2%) per month may 
be imposed on the unpaid amount until it is paid in full. In the event this interest rate 
exceeds the interest permitted by law, the same shall be adjusted to the maximum rate 
permitted by law, and any amount paid in excess thereof shall be allocated to princi¬ 
pal. Buyer agrees to pay all reasonable attorneys fees, court costs and other collection 
costs incurred by Stacks Bowers or any affiliated or related company to collect past 
due invoices or to interpret or enforce the terms hereof or in any action or proceed¬ 
ing arising out of or related to the Auction Sale.

If a dispute arises concerning ownership of a lot or concerning pro¬ 
ceeds of any sale, Stacks Bowers reserves the right to commence a statutory inter¬ 
pleader proceeding at the expense of the Consignor and Buyer and any other appli¬ 
cable party, and in such event shall be entitled to its reasonable attorneys’ fees and 
costs.
